“This is a new poisonous gas 
recently used against American sol- 
diers. It is dichlorated ethyl sulphide. 
It burns the skin and blisters the bron- 
chial tubes, when present in quantity, 
whence its name of ‘ mustard gas. 

“Its intoxication is rarely — 
rather painful and hard to heal. The 
effects are first. felt in the eyes, six 
to twelve hours after taking, followed 
by a congestion hardly painful, but 
bothering to the vision. Then in three 
days come breathing troubles, with al- 
most cemplete extinction of the voice. 
“This phase lasts approximately 
four days, and is followed in turn by 
congestion of the lungs, which requires 
a long time to cure.

Price fixing as it is now practiced strikes across 
ordinary conceptions of the relation of price and 
supply. It regulates a few commodities and the 
others go to a price beyond reason. 

A few years ago we were exhorted to buy. cotton 
at 10 cents a pound. At the present time it is hard 
to get cotton at any price, though it is nominally 
worth about 35 cents. ton is raised in the 
south. There is no price fixing for cotton. 

The coal situation furnishes an ironic contrast. 
Coal is produced for the mogt part in northern 


As a result we have 
a coal shortage and a shutdown of industry that 
are unparalleled in our national experience. 

In Chicago we might take the cage of milk. In 
order to save the consumers one cent the milk 
commission has alienated ali the milk producers in 
this district.

Accounts to hand from Ireland go to 
show that a dangerous and difficult 
situation is arising there as a result of 
the unsettled condition of Irish poli- 
tics. In many parts of the country, 


pear as if all authority on the part of 
the government had ceased to exist, 
though in a general sense this is true 
of every part of Ireland. It is not that 
there has been any outburst of crime. 
The courts of the land seldom if ever 
had so little crime to deal with, but, on 
the other hand, there has been a stead- 
ily rising movement of a politica) char- 
acter which sets the courts and the de 
facto authorities at naught, and par- 
alyzes the sesso td of government. 


The explanation 9 * ot course. that 


the present form of government in Ire- 


land has ceased to have any. moral 
sanction with a great mass of the peo- 
ple since the passing of the home. rule 
act, giving self-government to Ireland, 
in September,gi#i4. That act, passed 
by the British parliament, and signed 
by King George, has never been put 
into operation. It was suspended by 
a subsequent enactment on account of 
the outbreak of the war. If the war 
had been of short duration this would 
not, perhaps, have been of great im- 
portance, and would not have been vio- 
lently resented by the people of Ire- 
land, but much that has happened in 
the last thrée and a half years has 
led the people to doubt whether they 
would really be given the self-govern- 
ment which the act nominally confers 
on them, with the result that many of 
them, losing faith in the good inten-
